RISE AND DECLINE OF A ROMAN 
EMPIRE: The top Maryland news story of the 
month? Selection would depend on one’s view¬ 
point. Pimlico’s Ben and Herman Cohen and 
Lou Pondfield would be inclined to single out 
their purchase of the Charles Town Race 
Track—or even the surgery being performed 
on the posterior of the Pimlico grandstand. 

Bill Chew’s vote would go for a filibuster 
on night Thoroughbred racing at Baltimore 
Raceway. Louis McL. Merryman would thump 
for a denunciation of the ripper bill. John 
Schapiro leaves a choice of subjects: Laurel’s 
rebuilding program or prospects for the In¬ 
ternational. 

Unblushingly biased Charlie Johnson would 
say there was no question about it: the Preak- 
ness, by all odds. The Polan brothers would 
hope for a treatise on the amenities of newly 
refurbished Bel Air Race Track. 

Intentionally’s resurgence? Harry Isaacs 
would be too modest to suggest that his 
colt’s impressive Withers victory was worthy 
of top billing. 

Each is a good story in its own right, but 
the top news as viewed by a breeders’ maga¬ 
zine would have to be the enforced retirement 
of Frank A. Piarulli and Joseph J. Brunetti’s 
Vertex. Most certainly one of the finest 
Thoroughbreds ever foaled in the State of 
Maryland, Vertex wrote finis to a brilliant 
racing career when he carried 131 pounds to 
victory in the Camden Handicap, his seventh 
straight stakes score. Less than 48 hours later. 
X-rays of his left fore leg revealed a cracked, 
or chipped sesamoid. His retirement was 
announced immediately. 

Bred by Frank A. Piarulli, of Camden, New 
Jersey, who sold Joseph J. Brunetti a half in¬ 
terest in the colt when he was a three-year-old. 
Vertex was foaled April 16, 1954 at Pistorio 
Farm, Ellicott City. Notably small and weak 
as a foal, he rose to a position atop the Eastern 
handicap division. 

In a career of 25 starts, during which he 
won 17 races, was second three times and once 
third. Vertex earned $454,274 to rank third 
on the list of all-time Maryland-bred money- 
winners. Only Find ($684,014) and Social 
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Outcast ($668,300), both bred and raced by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, rank above him in earn¬ 
ings. But neither of these, nor the eight others 
among the top ten home-bred money-winners, 
could match Vertex’s winning percentage. 

The five-year-old son of The Rhymer— 
Kanace, by Case Ace, averaged $18,170 per 
start, a marvelous accomplishment for a horse 
that was chronically unsound. 

As a two-year-old. Vertex’s activity was 
limited by bucked shins to three starts. But 
in his juvenile campaign he earned two win 
purses, fourth money in the World’s Play¬ 
ground Stakes and a 114-pound ranking on the 
Experimental Free Handicap. 

Misfortune struck the following year when 
he wrenched a knee and tore away part of a 
hoof as he threw his left fore shoe in the 
Roamer Handicap. Still he managed to finish 
second to Promised Land, to which he was 
giving eight pounds. By strange coincidence, 
both Promised Land and Vertex went on to 
win renewals of Maryland’s richest handicap, 
the John B. Campbell, and both later became 
victims of sesamoid trouble. Promised Land 
came to grief last fall, but since has been re¬ 
turned to training after being bred to nine 
mares. 

Easily bruised feet did not permit the colt by 
The Rhymer to start more than eight times 
in any of his four seasons on the track. As a 
three-year-old, he won five of his eight starts 
and was second in the other three. His first 
stakes victory was in the Choice at Monmouth 
and before the summer was out he had added 
Atlantic City’s Boardwalk Handicap. A horse 
that could run in front and stay as long as he 
was asked. Vertex also was second in the 
Select, Ventnor Turf and Roamer Handicaps 
at three. 

At the conclusion of his sophomore cam¬ 
paign, he was voted the horse that had done 
most to enhance Maryland breeding during the 
year, and his breeder received a silver trophy 
in recognition of the honor bestowed by the 
Maryland Racing Writers’ Association. 

As a four-year-old the (dark) chestnut colt 
won two allowance races and the Trenton and 
Idlewild Handicaps and the Pimlico Special.

His last defeat in handicap company was in 
the 1958 Princeton Handicap, in which he was 
fifth to Tick Tock. 

As time wore on, it was increasingly difficult 
for his trainer, Joe Piarulli, son of the colt’s 
breeder and part-owner, to keep Vertex racing 
sound. One of his most noteworthy perform¬ 
ances was his victory under 125 pounds in the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap. He had trained 
sore and came up to the $100,000 race a short 
horse but in a brilliant do-or-die finish he held 
off Amerigo’s closing rush to win by a neck. 

A week later he was at Bowie for the John 
B. Campbell Handicap, and became the first 
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horse to win $100,000 races at different 
tracks on successive weekends. Carrying 124, 
he merely breezed to victory. 

Journeying next to New York, he toted 130 
pounds to win the Grey Lag Handicap, highest 
impost ever carried successfully in that im¬ 
portant Jamaica test for older horses. 

His last race was in the Camden Handicap 
which he won as a 2-to-5 choice under 131 
pounds. Jockey Sam Boulmetis, who was 
aboard Vertex in 18 of his 25 starts, considered 
him the finest horse he ever had been priv¬ 
ileged to ride. And Baltimore-born Sammy 
has been on some top ones, including Errard 
King and Helioscope. 

It was his great courage that set Vertex 
apart from his contemporaries. His heart 
carried him where his infirm feet could not. 

SWOOSH: Beaten but unbowed when 
Silky Sullivan failed to live up to his flossy 
press notices in the Preakness last year. Trainer 
Reggie Cornell vowed that he would come back 
one day with a colt that could win the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club’s premier horserace. It was 
fitting, therefore, that roly-poly Reggie should 
come back to win the richest race ever staged 
for the exclusive use of second-season 
Thoroughbreds. 

Pale stockings are the rage this year, despite 
all the superstition that has been associated 
with them over the years. His four white feet 
carried Tomy Lee to victory in the come-again 
Derby, and Royal Orbit used a set of his own 
to overpower ten gasping rivals in the Preak¬ 
ness, May 16. 

The strikingly handsome son of * Royal 
Charger—Admirals Belle, by War Admiral, 
owned by Mrs. Halina Braunstein and her 11- 
year-old son, never has been worse than fourth 
in a 17-race career. His lone fourth was in the 
Kentucky Derby, in which he was in trouble 
much of the way after breaking from the ex¬ 
treme outside (17th) post position. Trainer 
Cornell was satisfied that under normal condi¬ 
tions, Royal Orbit had run a winning race 
and brought him on to Baltimore. 

With a smaller field and a better post posi¬ 
tion, Royal Orbit had clear sailing all the way 
in the $190,300 Preakness. He performed to a 
script that must have been written for Silky 
Sullivan. Last by about 15 lengths swinging 
into the backstretch. Royal Orbit slipped into 
high gear and picked up horse after horse in 
one long and inexorable rush that carried him 
to a facile four-length triumph. 

Baltimore-owned Marauder, carrying the 
silks of his owner-trainer, Lester G. Robinson, 
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cut out the pace for about seven-eighths of a 
mile and held on surprisingly well to get 
fourth money. Little Sword Dancer, the Brook- 
meade bridemaid, had no excuses, save the lack 
of equipment to handle the powerful rush of the 
winner. In front briefly turning for home. 
Sword Dancer held the others safe in the run 
through the stretch. Claiborne Farm s Dunce, 
in close quarters at one point, got up for third. 

A $19,000 purchase as a two-year-old. Royal 
Orbit was bred by the late Louis B. Mayer. He 
has started 18 times, won 7 races, been second 
5 times, and third 5 times, earning $222,270. 
He netted $136,200 in the Preakness. 

His greatest accomplishment as a two-year- 
old was winning Los Feliz Stakes, thereby 
keeping C. V. Whitney’s Jungle Dancer from 
becoming Native Dancer’s third stakes winner. 
This year he has been second in two Derbies 
and fourth in another. He was runner-up to 
Silver Spoon in the Santa Anita Derby and 
second to Finnegan in the California Derby. 

A crowd of 31,506, which wagered $2,100,- 
797 during the day, saw the Woodlawn Vase 
go to California for the first time. 

BACKTRACKING: Before continuing on 
with Pimlico, there is a stakes or two to be 
accounted for at the Laurel meeting. First of 
these is the April 25 running of the Laurel 
Handicap, won by Walter M. Jeffords’ Piano 
Jim, a four-year-old colt by *Bernborough 
and the great producer. Blue Denim. This 
Blue Larkspur blue hen has kept Trainer 
Oscar White in stakes winners for quite a 
few years now. She has produced the stakes 
winners Green Baize (Case Ace), Suleiman 
( *Mahmoud), Tahiti (Polynesian), Blue 
Prince (*Princequillo), Policeman Day (Chal- 
ledon) and Piano Jim.

Favored in the betting and having only 
three adversaries to be concerned with. Piano 
Jim stalked the early pace of Ada L. Rice’s Air 
Pilot and wore him down in the closing 
strides. The W. H. Bishop entry of Pete’s 
Folly and On the Job picked up third and 
fourth monies. 

Winner last year of the Travers Stakes at 
Saratoga, Piano Jim has started 23 times, won 
6 races, been second 6 times and third once, 
earning $102,043, of which $17,208 repre¬ 
sented his take in the Laurel. 

Jockey Bobby Ussery, who was aboard Piano 
Jim when he won the Travers and when he 
was second to Talent Show in the Laurel 
Maturity, was up in the Laurel Handicap. 

HOME-GROWN DERBY: The Maryland 
Derby, run for the second time this year at 
Laurel, is becoming a do-it-yourself race. Both

of the first two winners, Mickey Boy and Dr. 
Herb, were trained by their owners. In the 
case of Mickey Boy, the owner-trainer is the 
gentleman in the sheepskin-lined saddles, Alec 
J. Bullock. Joseph Serio, Jr. is Dr. Herbs 
mentor. 

Serio leased Dr. Herb, a brown colt by Buy 
and Sell—Sensme, by Roman, as a yearling. 
They have done quite well by each other. Dr. 
Herb has won three stakes in the course of 
his 21 starts. His victories total 8, his seconds, 
5; thirds, 3; and earnings, $30,015. 

Dr. Herb’s previous stakes wins were 
recorded in a division of the 1958 Marlboro 
Nursery and the Prince George’s at Bowie 
this season. 

Veteran jockey Rocco Sisto put Dr. Herb 
on the lead and had his rivals measured all 
the way. Never headed, he reported to the wire 
three-quarters of a length to the fore of 
Danny Shea’s Eager Beaver. Maryknoll Farm’s 
Poppy Jay was third and Mrs. Walter A. 


Edgar’s Nora Dares fourth. The 1959 Mary¬ 
land Derby, a mile-and-a-sixteenth run, was 
recorded in 1:45 3/5. It was worth $10,340 
to Mr. Serio. 

Laurel’s 28-day meeting was marked by an 
eight per cent decrease in attendance but 
wagering, due mainly to the added ninth race 
to each program, virtually held its ground. 
Attendance averaged 11,480. The per diem 
mutuels play was $1,050,549. 

GRASSY KINGDOM: Cain Hoy Stable’s 
One-Eyed King hadn’t had a race in five weeks 
when he stepped forward in the Dixie Handi¬ 
cap, Pimlico’s oldest stakes race. If he was 
short, it didn’t show, for he poured on the coal 
in the stretch to win by a length in 2:15 2/5, 
which equaled *St. Vincent’s course record for 
the mile and three-eighths on the sod. 

One of the more accomplished turf runners 
now in competition, One-Eyed King came 
into the Dixie fresh from a victory in the 
Donn Handicap. Trained by W. C. (Woody)

Greentree’s Pop Corn, winner of the Dixie 
last year, finished fifth as second choice to the 
winner. 

One-Eyed King shared starting top weight 
of 120 pounds with the unplaced Langton 
Breeze. 

DOWN PAYMENT: Elmendorf Farm’s 
recently acquired Toluene was the logical 
choice to win the 35th running of the Black 
Eyed Susan Stakes, May 13. She was the only 
stakes winner in the field. And her previous

6 times in a career of 15 races. The $15,090 
Black Eyed Susan purse swelled her earnings to 
$52,003. 

Cervina, San Ju Lee and Miss Cloudy were 
second, third and fourth in the race run over a 
sloppy track.

The Breeders’ Sales Company, in conjunction 
with the Illinois Thoroughbred Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation, headed by L. E. Morris, and in coop¬ 
eration with Benjamin F. Lindheimer, presi¬ 
dent and executive director of Washington 
Park, will conduct its second annual mixed-lot 
auction of Thoroughbreds on Monday, August 
31 and Tuesday, September 1, at Washington 
Park, Homewood, Illinois. 

Last year’s inaugural out-of-state vendue was 
held at Arlington Park, with 116 horses selling 
for $220,500. 

In making the announcement of this year’s 
sale, William S. Evans, general manager of the

All Illinois and Kentucky breeders will be 
solicited by mail for entries, with a deadline 
of July 15.

Maryland Pony Breeders, Inc., has gained a 
wide reputation for the promotion of high- 
quality children’s ponies and for the encourage¬ 
ment of producers of purebred ponies who 
work toward the true breed standards as their 
goals in breeding. The organization has pro¬ 
moted shows where ponies can be shown 
without artificialities, so that the true animal 
can be seen.

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Baltimore's Strip Improved 

Seeking to establish an all-weather track, 
Baltimore Raceway is completing a new drain¬ 
age system around its half-mile oval. 

Although already boasting the fastest harness 
strip in Maryland, General Manager Joe Lynch 
and Track Superintendent George Ritter have 
found that additional storm drainage in the 
infield will allow the track to dry out even 
faster. 

Ritter and his crew, therefore, are putting 
the finishing touches on a new drainage con¬ 
trol unit that will enable the track to round 
into top shape rapidly after a storm and in¬ 
sure good racing even in inclement weather. 

With only a few weeks remaining until the 
opening of Baltimore’s June 29-July 25 24- 
night pari-mutuel meet, Ritter has the track 
in excellent condition. The sand-dirt-clay top¬ 
ping has been returned to the strip and it is 
ready for the all-out invasion of standardbreds 
next month. 

Feature of Baltimore Raceway’s summer 
meeting will be the first running of the $30,- 
000 Lord Baltimore Stake. This offering has 
commanded a field of the country s best two- 
year-olds. One hundred and twenty-three are 
eligible to the Stake, which will be contested 
on July 3 (Pace) and July 10 (Trot). 

Other front-line events ticketed for the 
Raceway’s tenth anniversary meet include a 
pair of three-year-old races—the Maryland 
Trot on July 17 and the Chesapeake Bay Pace 
on July 24. 

Vaccinate Against Sleeping 
Sickness 

Now’s the time to vaccinate your horses 
and mules against fatal sleeping sickness. 

The disease, technically known as equine 
encephalomyelitis, kills from 20 to 90 per cent 
of horses which contract it. Both Eastern and 
Western strains of the virus are carried by 
several varieties of biting flies and mosquitoes 
which are most prevalent in summer. 

"Horses and mules should be vaccinated in 
spring and early summer, before the insect 
season reaches its peak,’’ according to Dr. A. 
H. Quin, vice president of Jensen-Salsbery 
Laboratories, Inc., Kansas City, Missouri. 
Animals should be vaccinated each year. 

Dr. Quin pointed out that, while sleeping 
sickness is no longer the great danger it once 
was, protective measures are still needed to 
keep it under control. The last major outbreak 
occurred in 1937 and 1938, killing 180,000 
head of horses. In 1940, there were 800 human 
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cases in the province of Alberta, Canada. 

The disease is rarely, if ever, transmitted 
from sick horses to man, but mosquitoes which 
bite sick horses can carry the disease to humans 
as well as to several species of birds. 

Vaccination is given in two doses, seven to 
ten days apart. The veterinarian injects one 
cubic centimeter into, but not under, the skin 
of the horse’s neck. 

Several other steps should be taken to curb 
the disease: 

1. Swamps, marshes, and sloughs should be 
drained to reduce or eliminate mosquito breed¬ 
ing. Ponds and lakes should be sprayed with 
solutions that kill mosquito larvae. 

2. Exposure to mosquitoes will be lessened 
if the animals are pastured on high, open 
ground. 

3. If possible, animals should be kept in 
screened stables at night. Periodic spraying 
with repellent and insecticides is also helpful. 

4. Sick animals should be isolated in 
screened quarters and sprayed at intervals to 
keep away blood-sucking insects. 

5. Dead animals should be buried promptly 
and their quarters disinfected.

The 15 th Annual Maryland Pony Show will 
be held at Timonium Fair Grounds on July 
10, 11 and 12, it was announced recently by 
Charles A. Gartrell, president of the group. 

Sponsoring the show will be the North 
Baltimore Kiwanis Club and all receipts will 
go to the Kiwanis’ charitable and educational 
fund for work with underprivileged children. 

The Maryland Pony Show is the largest 
hunting, pony and junior show in the United 
States and draws entries from all over the 
Eastern Seaboard. 

Joe Rochlitz, president of the North Balti¬ 
more Kiwanis, said that there will be no ad¬ 
mission charge to the public for the show. 

Stanley DeMoss will serve as chairman of 
the Kiwanis committee while Jack Piersol, of 
the Maryland Pony Show, Inc., will be the 
show manager.
